A Long Way From Slickville

(EDITORS NOTE: This is the first in a series by 
Courier-Times staff writers which will explore Levit­ 
town^ origin and changing scene.) 


Suppose you were a child 40 years ago and 
you lived in a little cluster of homes known as 
Slickville in Lower Bucks County and one night 
you had a dream. 
You dreamed that a giant industry suddenly 
raised its chimneys, furnaces and slag piles all 
around you while not far away a man named Levitt 
built a giant housing development, a big city al­ 
most on the edge of Starkville. 
When you awoke in the morning you saw no­ 
thing of the industry or the city but you wondered 
what they would do to the pleasant, uneventful 
life you, your father and your grandfather had 
known right there in Slickville for decades. So you 
set out to look around and envision the future. 


You headed south-southwest, just as you’d head 
south-southwest today if you were bound for Levit­ 
town from the Fairless Works, because that’s where 
Starkville was — within the boundaries of today’s 
steel plant. 


After a mile or so of pastureland and fields you 
came to the tracks of the Trenton-Philadelphia 
trolley lines; you crossed them carefully, for trol­ 
leys were still operating in those days. Off to your 
right was Headley’s Race Course where the trot­ 
ting horses ran every afternoon during the fall; 
this was 1925 and trotting races were legal then, 
banned a few year's later and reinstated in 1963. 


Cluster of Homes 


Just on the other side of the tracks was Penn 
Valley, another little cluster of homes but with 
its own post office; the timbers stand today. The 
giant smoke stack of the Tullytown Arsenal, where

The Democrats contend M ack­ 
ensen has conducted more than 
$300 business with the township 
in violation of the code for sec­ 
ond class townships.

attendance, 
said, 
his brother, Dr. Richard M ack­ 
ensen. a veterinarian, would re­ 
turn all monies to the township 
and discontinue caring for stray 
dogs in his hospital. 
Supervisor Mackensen earlier 
admitted his brother did do busi­ 
ness with the township but that 
any charges made were much 
lower than if the services had 
to 
be 
performed 
outside 
the 
township. He also said his broth­ 
er paid 
him 
for feeding and 
caring for the animals in his 
kennels. 
“ Since when is it a crime to 
work for your brother?” M ack­ 
ensen asked at last night’s meet­ 
ing. 


Township 
Democrats 
allege 
that supervisor Mackensen de­ 
posited township checks made to 
Dr. Mackensen in his own a c ­ 
count. 
Mackensen said it was 
convenient for him to do this 
for his brother, and asked “ Is 
it a crim e to cash your broth­ 
er’s checks?” 
Says No Crime 
Rawdon said, “ We feel he has 
not answered our questions. This 
and the fact he plans to return 
the monies creates an impres­ 
sion of guilt.” 
He said Mackensen seem s to 
feel that if he returns the money,
